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Bitterly Fought ASCSUS Campaign Nears Completion 


One of the bitterest 
campaigns ever waged for the 
positions of Associated Student 
President and Vice President 
draws to an end tomorrow with 
the start of voting. Balloting will 
take place at one large poll 
located near the quad and snack 
bar on Wednesday and Thursday 
from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m 

Five slates are running for 
President-Vice President with 
much of the attention garnered 


by the Manuel Caro-Anita 
Ramos and Roberto 
Hernande*-J ose Torres slates 


These two groups fought bitterly 
for the endorsement of MECHA, 
a Chicano student group, with 


final support falling to the 
Caro-Ramos ticket. These two 
slates have also accounted for 
many of the posters which have 
been described as the fanciest 
ever On campus 

Lynard Khan-Ronald Sullivan, 
Larry Freeman-Bob Chipp and 
Jamie Holliman-Carolyn Ratti 
also have waged vigorous 
campaigns. The less vocal slate 
of Michael Irwin and Charles 
Perry withdrew from the race 
Monday and endorsed Caro and 
Ramos 

All presidential slates seem to 
have a dislike for tuition and 
current parking conditions while 
they support the child care and 
alternative education programs 


Specific proposals on parking 
have been put forth by the 
Freeman and Khan teams, on 
security at night by Freeman 
and Hernandez and on child care 
by Caro 

Two unique proposals have 
come forth. Khan has proposed 
a student legal aid center to be 
staffed by third year law 
students and Caro would 
establish a Veterans Office to 
provide aid for veterans’ 
problems 

The race for Senate 
Chairperson has attracted little 
attention as all three candidates 
have generally the same ideas on 
most of the major issues

But, according to members of 
the class, a March 29 meeting 
with University President James 
Bond proved less successful. 

They said that Bond quoted a 
State College Trustees decision 
banning temporary structures on 
state college campuses, due to 
their prohibitive cost. 

Members of the 
Environmental Psychology class 
argue that if cost is the reason 
for banning their temporary 
structure, then there is no reason 
at all. They are building the 
dome on a $750 grant from the 
Hornet Foundation, and have 
been promised another $500 
from the ASCSUS 
Environmental Affairs office to 
power the dome using solar 
power and wind power. 

“It would seem that the state 
would welcome an experimental 
structure of no cost to them,” 
said Harold Lockhart, a class 
member. “They could assess the 


feasibility of the state using such 
a str without any capital 
Inve nent 

The ; -rposes of the dome, 


said Lockhark, was to create an 
environment which would be 
conducive to learning and to 
altered states of consciousness. 
Several faculty members have 
expressed interest in researching 
learning theory, and another 
feels that the dome could be 
used for research in lasers and 
holygraphs 

The class will meet with Dr 
Bond again today, hopefully to 
receive the their

A new position, that of 
College Union Policy Board 
member will be chosen for the 
first time. Board members set 
policy and allocate money and 
space for the College Union now 
under construction. Five 
candidates: Anthony Mazy, Will 
Ahern, Steve R. Black, Terry 
Porter, and Jesus Fernandez are 
vying for the two seats 


Seventeen Student Senate 


Seats elected from the various 


departments are also up for 
grabs tomorrow. Seat No. 4 
from the Business 
Administration Department has 
no qualified candidates so far 
and write-ins are deperately 
needed. Talk to Donna Hyatt in 
Student Government, ext. 6315 
if you are considering running as 
a write-in for this or any other 
position. 

There will also be an election 
to change the consititution of 
the Student Body in order to 
revise the requirements for 
seeking student body office.

Ms. Carolann Cohen, the BOP’s

Granted, the front page 
endorsement of April 24 was in 
poor tast but the situation 
remains that the placement of 
that endorsement wes the 
decision of the current editor, 
Ms. Cindi Hunter, not Ms. 
Cohen. Under the rules by which 
this publication operates, the 
editor's say is FINAL, even if 
members of the Hornet staff 
don’t agree with that position 
Ms. Cohen was among those who 
objected to the placement of the 
endorsement but the decision 
was not hers to make. The 
FINAL decision was made by 
the current editor and that 
decision was respected by the 
Hornet staff in the final layout 
of Wednesday’s issue 

Yet, when Ms. Cohen came 
before the Senate on the 
Thursday after the article 
appeared, she became the 
scapegoat for this whole affair 
She was even asked what she was 
going to do about the article 
now that it had been printed 
despite the fact she doesn’t have 
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the fins say on this matter or 
any other issue. 

None of the members of the 
Senate bothered to ask anything 
about Ms. Cohen's qualifications 
the office of mext year's 

editor or what her opinions 

about that office were. Instead, 
they were all primed to jump on 
the first person to come along 
that had any connection with 
the Hornet 

Simply put, she has become a 

Pawn in a political power play 

before a misguided Senate led by 

current Senate Chairperson 

Hernandez. It should be pointed 

out that Hernandez is the 

candidate for next year’s

Alternative Education and its 
courses give the student a chance 
to experience what we call 
developmental growth of the 
mind. We stress the need for 
alternative education as part of 
the University credit toward a 
degree. Cultural activities should 
bring more “activities” to the 
campus, so that students might 
have a chance to be exposed to 
different ethnic and _ social 
backgrounds. We stress the need 
for entertainment, such as bands 
on the quad, public speakers and 
big name entertainers. 

One of the main problems on 
this campus that shouldn't exist 
is that of Parking. We question 
the reasoning behind faculty 
parking close and students who 
pay their fees, parking futher 
away ——when it is a fact that we 
all have legs.

This half-hearted 
approach denies employment 
cpportunities to many, 
especially, graduating seniors. 
The Job Piacement Center must 
be expanded to include active 
recruitment of all possible 
employers for students of all 
majors. 

5. On campus, free or at low 
cost, Legal Assistance must be 
made available to students. 
Investigation into acquiring 
attorneys or third year law 
students will be made and 
immediate action will be taken 
after proper recommendations. 

6. Proper Academic 
Counseling is a vital necessity 
not a luxury for every student. 
Existing facilities are not 
adequate for a campus the size 
of CSUS. Improvements must be 
made as to the professional 
quality of counselors and to 
their members as geared to the 
increasing demands of the 
students. 

7. The P.E. department has 
had major difficulties in working 
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We entered this race because 
of our concern for the quality of 
student government at CSUS 

After reviewing the platforms 
of candidates Manuel Caro 
and Anita Ramos we have found 
that they share our concerns for 
improving the Child Care Center, 
aiding Alternative Education and 
involving all students in their 
government 





under its present budget. Their 
allocations should be increased 
to preserve intercollegiate 
athletics and intramural sports. 

8. With the changing role of 
education, students should have 
an active voice in preparing 
curriculum and creating majors. 
A student conciliatory board 
will be formed to meet with 
department chairmen and the 
academic administrators to 
investigate possibilities for an 
increased student envolvement 
in their education. 

Lynard Khan has been 
working with an Ad Hoc parking 
committee and found the 
following facts: 1) Students paid 
$320,006 for parking stickers 
into a General Fund controlled 
by the Chancellor’s Office which 
goes to all the State Universities. 
Out of that $320,000 we get 
$261,000 back for parking 
maintenance. So $58,000 of our 
Parking money stays in the 
general fund which can be used 
by all the state universities.

“Why was the date changed?”

The response to this 
was the President Bond 
recommended the new uate and 
the committee agreed. 

The reasoning behind the 
change was that having a 
Saturday ceremony would cause 
fewer job conflicts for the 
students who wished to attend. 
Having it a week earlier would 


imsure better musical 
accompaniment and increased 
faculty attendance, because 


most people were still around 
Sacramento at this time. 





Another student asked when 
the date change had been made. 
Cox stated that the date had 
been changed last last December 
and that the school department 
heads had a copy of the minutes 
from the meeting in which the 
change was made. They had 
failed to communicate this to 
their students. 

When asked why the students 
hadn't been informed earlier so 
that they could’ve made plans 
and possibly have had a say in 
the date change, Cox replied 
‘“‘That’s an unfortunate 
by-product. I’m sorry.” 

The studnets objected to the 
new date because of the 
inconvenience involved. Family 
and friends, coming from as far 
as the East Coast to see sons and 
daughters graduate and visit for 
the weekend, would be 
disappointed when their 
““graduated’’ senior excused 
himself/herself to study 
finals so that he/she could in

Pressure is on the student to 
use this last weekend before
